Allies take 
Hamburger Hill; 
cost is high

SAIGON (UPI>—-American and South 
Vietnamese forces today stormed up the 
slopes of Hamburger Hill under heavy 
fire from North Vietnamese dug in on 
the summit and captured the strategic 
peak on their 12th try. 
The battle for the 3,000-foot mountain 
overlooking A Shau Valley cost the Am­ 
ericans at least 350 casualties, most of 
them wounded. A combat officer said 
it was his toughest fight since World War 
II. 
The final assault by 1,800 Allied troops 
including a battered battalion of the 101st 
Airborne Division, was launched at 10 
a.m. today, the 10th day of the battle. 
It was the 12th time the paratroopers 
charged up the slopes to try to dislodge 
the North Vietnamese troops from their 
fortified bunkers. 
U.S. fighter planes, helicopters gun- 
ships and artillery pounded the North 
Vietnamese positions before the final 
charge, UPI correspondent David Lamb 
reported from the battlefield. 
But the North Vietnamese troops, 
entrenched in bunkers which had with­ 
stood repeated air and artillery strikes, 
still put up stiff resistance against the 
American and South Vietnamese troops 
pushing up the steep hillsides, Lamb 
said. 
He said no Americans were reported 
killed but at least 45 were wounded in 
the final assault. There was no immed­ 
iate report on South Vietnamese cas­ 
ualties.

Apollo 10 scouts moon tomorrow; 
Apollo II rolled to launch pad 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) — Apollo 10 and its three U.S. astronauts 
flew a perfect course today toward a perilous Wednesday scouting trip around 
the moon. On earth, confident technicians went ahead with preparations for a 
July lunar landing. 
As the spacecraft sped on its way to chart landing fields on the deserts of 
the moon for the Apollo 11 moon-landing flight in July, the huge hangar 
doors at Cape Kennedy swung open to permit the Apollo 11 spacecraft and its 
Saturn rocket to be rolled to its launch pad. 
Flight director M. “ Pete” Frank said astronauts Thomas P. Stafford, John 
W. Young and Eugene A. Cernan seemed to be on a more precise trajec- 
toi7 than that of Apollo 8 which orbited the moon for 20 hours last Christmas. 
He said additional adjustments probably would not be needed before Apollo 
10 hurtles behind the moon Wednesday afternoon and drops into orbit around 
it. 


“ We can take what we have right now and completely achieve the lunar 
orbit trajectory we want,” Frank said. 
The earth was a “ magnificent sight,” Cernan reported, a tiny blue and white 
ball nearly 190,000 miles away at noon EDT. 
The spacecraft was performing superbly. 
“ It’s a beautiful spacecraft,” Stafford said. “ It’s performing beautifully.” 
It was a fitting day for exploration—the anniversary of Christopher Colum- 


bus’ death and also the day in 1927 when Charles A. Lindbergh took off to fly 
the Atlantic. 
Space center spokesman Jack Riley said the weather was expected to be good 
in the South Pacific 397 miles west of Pago Pago, when Apollo 10 spashes down 
at 12:53 p.m. EDT next Monday. Forecasters called for 12 to 15 knot winds 
and three to five-foot seas. 
Young, taking sightings on the planets, reported he had Jupiter in his sextant 
sights “ and I can already recognize it because of its moons. Now Tve got 
Mars . . . in there, and it’s over by Tom’s window.” 
The spacecraft was still rotating slowly to keep the sun from heating up one 
side too much. Its wobbling position was better controlled today, and none of 
the control thruster firing whose jars and thuds kept the astronauts awake 
earlier in the flight was needed. 
“ We went all night without firing a thruster,” Frank said. 
The only problem was minor — some noisy radio communications which 
Frank said was caused by ground stations trying out a new method. 
Stafford also wanted to show television scenes of Africa and the Middle East, 
but ground controllers told him it could not go out live because of communica­ 
tions satellite relay schedules. 
Ground controllers promised to tape the transmission at a tracking station in 
Spain, and relay it to Houston later via communications satellite for release 
to the world.

Mystery blasts hit large 


Oregon city; no injuries 


EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - A series of dy­ 
namite blasts damaged at least five 
structures late Monday and early today in 
this western Oregon community, home of 
the University of Oregon and second larg­ 
est city in the state. 
No injuries were reported, but police 
said the explosions damaged a state 
highway maintenance station, a bank, 
the Eugene Register-Guard newspaper, a 
church and the admissions office at the 
university. 
There were unconfirmed reports of 
two blasts in street intersections. Po­ 
lice found no evidence of an explosion at 
a medical arts building which earlier was 
reported as one of the targets. 
“ We believe it was dynamite,” said 
Sgt. Robin Hunter, laboratory technician 
with the Eugene Police Department. 
“ About a half dozen sticks or more 
were used at each explosion site.” 
Eugene, a city of 51,000 people, is lo­ 
cated in logging country where dyna­ 
mite is used extensively and is readily 
accessible. 
Almost three decades ago, studies

In early 1940, Lompoc was a sleepy, 
small agricultural community with a 
population of 3,000. A comprehensive 
Bureau of Reclamation study conducted 
at that time to plan the utilization of 
the county’s water resouces concluded 
that ground water supplies in the Santa 
Ynez and Lompoc Valleys appeared to 
be adequate for present needs but ir­ 
rigation of new lands would require a 
new supply. 
For future needs, however, the Bureau 
in 1944 concluded and recommended the 
eventual construction of seven res­ 
ervoirs on the Santa Ynez River, in­ 
cluding one a few miles east of Lompoc. 
Lompoc continued to remain a sleepy, 
agricultural community for many years 
with the exception of the re-activation of 
Camp Cooke during the Korean War. 
This, however, did not appreciably 
affect the water situation and with the 
demise of the military installation, it 
appeared that the Valley would remain 
forever so. 
However, in 1958, dramatic develop­ 
ments took place with the establish­ 


ment of Vandenberg Air Force Base 
on the old Camp Cooke property. Pop­ 
ulation soared. The Valley became a 
population center. Population, its acc­ 
ompanying Industry and the potential 
growth of the giant missile base made 
great demands on the Valley’s water 
supply which 18 years previously had 
been deemed adequate. 
Officials became concerned. In Dec­ 
ember, 1958, the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation 
District 
passed a un­ 
animous statement requesting a study 
of the water situation in the Lompoc 
basin because of the population increases 
and resulting ground water deficiencies 
in the water 
supply available in the 
Lompoc area. 


In March, 1960, the same district 
forwarded a letter to the County Water 
Agency which said in part: “ All in­ 
dications point to demand for additional 
water supplies for the Lompoc area. The 
demand for water has exceeded the larg­ 
est estimates heretofore made and it is 
believed that it is only a matter of time 
before the ground water supplies will 
be inadequate to satisfy the require­ 
ments.” 
As the population continued to soar, 
continued efforts were made to initiate 
progress toward supplemental water de­ 
velopment, In May, 1962, Richard Hen­ 
ning, representing the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District, appeared 
before the County Water Agency re­ 
questing that a contract be made with 
the Bureau of Reclamation for study 
of Lompoc water supply potential. He 
pointed out that an investigation will 
indicate a need, and he stated further 


that there is adequate water to be de­ 
veloped locally which the community 
will have the ability to pay for. Pre­ 
viously, the Lompoc Farm Center, made 
a similar plea. 
In October, 1962, a representative of 
the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation also 
appeared before the Water Agency and 
pointed out that the thinking of the 
Bureau was that there probably was an 
overdraft of water in the Lompoc area 
at that time. At the same meeting, Rob­ 
ert Edmonston, consultant to the Water 
Agency, urged that a feasibility study 
be expedited so that military plus civil 
needs could be ascertained and decisions 
made relating to alternate sources, if 
necessary. 


The County Water Agency on receipt 
of these pleas ordered a reconnaissance 
report from Edmonston in November, 
1962. His conclusions were reported in 
March, 1962 recommending that the feas­ 
ibility study be made and a contract be­ 
tween the Water Agency and the Bureau 
of Reclamation be executed. His report 
specifically pointed out that installa­ 
tions in the Lompoc area could “ in­ 
duce a critical water supply problem 
in advance of the time supplemental 
water from state facilities could be 
available.” 


In March, 1963 the Water Agency and 
the Bureau executed such a contract 
calling for the investigation to deter­ 
mine the feasibility of developing a 
water supply for the Lompoc area. 
Preliminary costs of the report wtre 
estimated at $300,000, with the Water 
Agency contributing $90 oon 


Police called exit all available officers 
to patrol the city, and began stopping mo­ 
torists to check their activities during 
the early morning hours. 
Most of the damage was broken glass.

Eugene police believed the dynamite 
was thrown from a car as the vehicle 
traveled in an east-to-west direction 
through the city.

It ap­ 
parently went off under the building.

“ It sounded like it was right outside 
the window,” said one officer. “ Four 
officers started off toward the area when 
the damned other blast went off,” said 
the state policeman. 
There was a fire at the highway de­ 
partment shops, but it was quickly ex­ 
tinguished. 
The next blast occurred about 15 min­ 
utes later at the First National Bank of 
Oregon branch a block from the Univer­ 
sity of Oregon campus. The explosion 
blew out the windows of offices along the 
side of the bank and pieces of a wooden 
fence along the building 20 feet away. 
“ I jumped under the desk,” said 
Gar Cook, 22, a lane Community Col­ 
lege student on duty as a janitor. “ I 
didn’t see anyone.” 


Pentagon 
stops work 
on helicopter

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Pentagon 
has halted production of its $875 million 
Cheyenne Helicopter project in a new 
“ get tough” policy with defense contrac­ 
tors. Other such cancellations may be 
in the wind. 
Nixon Administration sources said the 
aim is to crack down on the price spiral 
which has sent the cost of planes, 
ships and other weapons soaring above 
original estimates. 
In the Cheyenne case, the Army hired 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. to develop, pro­ 
duce and supply parts for five years for 
375 helicopter “ gun ships” designed to 
be faster and better armed than types 
now used in Vietnam 
Lockheed had trouble designing a rotor 
system that would be stable. One of 10 
test models crashed, killing the pilot. The 
Army notified Lockheed it was not meet­ 
ing specifications. Lockheed proposed 
further developments and a delay in 
production, which was then scheduled to 
start in September.

- President 
Nixon will meet June 9 with President 
Nguyen Van Thieu of South Vietnam on 
Midway Island to discuss the war and 
how to end it, the White House announced 
today. 
Both the White House and Republican 
congressional leaders sought to squelch 
speculation that the conference was ar­ 
ranged hurriedly because of pressure 
from Thieu, who publicly called for such 
a meeting. Thieu is known to differ with 
Washington on where the road to peace 
lies and how to travel it. 
The White House announcement said 
the two leaders had wanted to get togeth­ 
er as soon as feasible to exchange 
views. The statement stressed In ad­ 
vance of the meeting that lt would be an 
occasion to affirm the “ unity of pur­ 
pose” between Washington and Saigon. 
House Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford said after today's weekly meet­ 
ing of GOP legislative leaders with Nix­ 
on that the Nixon-Thieu conference was 
“ anticipated from the outset of this Ad­ 
ministration.” 
Ford noted that there had been differ­ 
ences between the United States and South 
Vietnam during the Johnson Administra­ 
tion “ and we don’t want that to happen 
again.” 
The meeting, Nixon’s first with Thieu 
as President, was announced just six 
days after Nixon’s major SDeech on Viet­ 
nam in which he outlined the ndmimsirs^ 
tion’s position on the pursuit of peace. 
White House Press Secretary Ronald 
Ziegler said June 8 turned out to be “ the 
only date” on which the two Presidents 
could meet anytime soon. 
Nixon will have with him at the meet­ 
ing such top advisers as Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers, Defense Sec­ 
retary Melvin R. laird, his national se­ 
curity adviser, Henry A. Kissinger, and 
his ambassador to Saigon, Ellsworth 
Bunker.

Recognizing the opposition by 
some Lompocans to the plan, 
he said the campsite would be 
located in a valley out of view 
of the mission complex itself, 
and would have no adverse af­ 
fect on the beauty of the site. 
“Since the recent flooding in 
Lompoc Valley, more tourism 
is necessary to bolster the ec­ 
onomy. The proposed camping 
development would be a step 
in this direction,” he said. 
A building to house the In­ 
dian artifacts collected by Clar­ 
ence Ruth and his wife, and 
presently housed in their pri­ 
vate museum, was also included 
in the proposal. 
MacGillivrary also noted that 
he had introduced a bill to pro­ 
vide a 1 to 2 per cent increase 
in the interest rate for which a 
flood control bond mav be sold. 
At the present time, a flood 
control bond may be sold at 
a 5 per cent interest rate. 
Under 
MacGiliivrary’s bill, 
which went before the Senate 
April 28 and will be heard 
June 5, interest rate would be 
increased to a maximum of 7 
per cent, therefore making the 
bond more saleable. Districts, 
at either the municipal or county 
leval, would be able to sell at 
this per cent, he said. 
As a freshmen assemblyman, 
MacGillivrary finds life is in 
one word, “ great!” However, 


he said he had initiated a pro­ 
posal for an indoctrination pro­ 
gram to assist freshman, such 
as 
himself in “ learning the 
ropes of the state legislature.” 
“ At present, a new assembly­ 
man must learn the game on 
a learn-as-you-go, or, worse, 
on a trial and error basis. A 
program to teach the fresh­ 
man about the confrontation of 
assembly bills would be of in- 
estimatable value,” he said. 
MacGiliivrary’s 
proposal 
would teach fledgeling assem­ 
blymen the procedures of proc­ 
essing bills, and would instruct 
them in the methods of keeping 
abreast 
of the multitide 
of 
assembly bills which come to 
the floor. 


“ In 
general, 
the proposal 
would make the new assembly­ 
men more aware of what to 
expect in Sacramento.” he said. 
During his present term in 
office MacGillivrary has taken 
action on a number of matters 
that affect the Lompoc area, 
including: 
— Expedition of the Lompoc 
Dam Feasiblity 
Study, at the 
request of the county super- 
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visors. The reaction, according 
to MacGillivrary, has been fav­ 
orable, with the study due to 
be out of the Federal Water and 
Resources Board in June. 
— Introduction of a bill im­ 
posing a one year moratorium 
on the catching of the Pacific 
Mackeral, a table fish, which 
is fast being depleted in the 
Pacific Ocean. 
— A bill curtailing the jun­ 
ior college practice of putting 
the cost of building and con­ 
struction on tax bills if their 
proposals are rejected by the 
voters. The bill permitting this 
was passed just last year. Mac 
Giliivrary’s bill has been held 
up in committee, according to 
the assemblyman.

The Board of Supervisors re­ 
ceived a warning Monday that 
proposed new legislation at Sac­ 
ramento regarding added taxa­ 
tion to help school districts hit 
by the agricultural preserve 
program “ could lead once again 
:o a county-wide school tax.” 
Roy Holland, of theCalifornia 
Taxpayers’ 
Assn., made the 
comment, as the supervisors 
took up a request from Super­ 
visor Joe J. Callahan to op- 
)ose the senate bill in question. 
The board voted to back Cal­ 
lahan’s request after Holland 
sounded his warning that the 
5an Diego County sponsored 
measure — SB 1214 — could 
have dire effects on taxpayers 
county-wide. 
The measure would be a per­ 
missive one allowing boards of 
supervisors to levy up to a 
four-cent tax per $100 assessed 
valuation to provide reim burse­ 
ment for areas losing revenue 
due to creation of preserves. 
“ Here 
you 
would 
tax one 
jroup for the benefit of an- 
Dther,” said Holland, “ and you 
wouldn't be able to say how 
they spend the reimbursing tax 
funds.” 
“ It would leave the door wide 
Dpen for any district which suf- 
ered a loss due to a fixed 
:ax rate,” he continued. “This 
could lead to a county-wide 
school tax - which we got 
put of in the m id-thirties.” 
Callahan had shown that while 
he measure would set upaper- 
nissive tax situation, supervi­ 
sors undoubtedly “ would have

County Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson on Monday 
proposed raises ranging from 
2% 
percent to 20 percent for 
all except 13 of the county’s 2,187 
employees, effective July I, at 
a total cost of $790,000. 
A 
second sim ilar 
pay in­ 
crease, if put into effect next 
Jan. 1, as seems possible, could 
hike the 1969-70 salary budget 
from its 
present approximate 
$20-million figure another $395, 
000. 
Additional 
positions 
which 
will have to be financed, plus 
overtime pay which will be put 
into effect during the coming 
fiscal year, could raise the 
total salary figure about $1.5 
million or more in the coming 
12 months, it is expected. 
The Board of Supervisors 
took the advice of Johnson Mon­ 
day and will study the salary 
recommendations for a week 
before taking any action on 
them. The fact that one mem­ 
ber of the board— Supervisor 
George H. 
Clyde— was absent 
also was another reason why 
the board did not wish to take 
quick action. Clyde is in Wash­ 
ington. D.C. testifying this week 
on Sen. Cranston’s channel oil- 
drilling ban bill. 
Johnson also recommended a 
week’s leeway on his salary 
recommendations as a means 
of allowing county employes 
groups more time to study the 
report and seek to solve some 
salary differences. 
¿ack Stringer, manager of 


the County Employees’ Assn., 
said “ we are in agreement on 
many more of the recommenda­ 
tions than we disagree.” 
Johnson’s 
salary recomm­ 
endations 
showed he recom­ 
mended no change in 12 positions 
only, and no recommendation in 
one position—that involving him­ 
self. 
A total of 1,114 employees— 
or more than half of the em­ 
ployees involved have been of­ 
fered a 212 percent raise.

Don’t Let Diet Do You In 


(Second of a Series.)

BOSTON — (NEA) - The 
h eart and circulatory sys­ 
tem is ingenious and highly 
com plicated. It evolved un­ 
der 
conditions 
associated 
with rigorous physical acti­ 
vity and has not adjusted to 
the sedentary existence p u r­ 
sued by so m any people to­ 
day. This lack of adjustm ent 
expresses itself in diseased 
arteries, high blood pressure 
and other disorders which all 
too often set the stage for 
heart attacks and strokes. 
Let us now briefly discuss 
the two m ajor disorders re ­ 
sponsible. 
One of them is atheroscle­ 
rosis, 
a disease 
in which 
fibrous tissue from th ro m ­ 
bosis, cholesterol 
fat, 
and 
blood 
cells 
becom e 
em ­ 
bedded on and in the inner 
w alls of the artery , in ter­ 
fering with the circulation of 
the blood itself. These fibrous 
and fatty deposits accum u­ 
late, grow in size, and calci­ 
fy over m any years, g rad ­ 
ually narrow ing and rough­ 
ening the channel through 
which the blood flows. 
As the blood flows through 
the arteries, the roughened 
surface of the artery lining 
m ay 
cause 
a 
blood 
clot 
(throm bus) to form . A clot 
can grow large enough com ­ 
pletely to plug up an artery . 
If the blocking occurs in a 
coronary artery , the result is 
a heart attack. If the clog­ 
ging occurs in a vessel lead ­ 
ing to the brain, the blood 
supply to p a rt of the brain 
is cut 
off, 
and 
a 
stroke 
(cereb ral throm bosis) m ay 
occur. 
The other villain is high 
blood pressure. This acts in 
concert with atherosclerosis, 
with each disorder a c celera­ 
ting the other. Fortunately, 
alm ost 
all 
cases 
of 
high 
blood p ressure can now be 
brought under control, sub­ 
stantially 
reducing one of 
the m ajor risk factors. 
It therefore follows that, 
a p a rt 
f r o m 
reg u lar 
and 
m eaningful exercise, a big 
step to take in reducing your 
risk of heart attack s is to 
see your doctor regularly, 
enabling him to begin tre a t­ 
m ent of any high blood p res­ 
sure (or other risk factor, 
such as diabetes) which the 
exam ination m ay disclose. 
Diet is another major fac­ 
tor in coronary artery dis 
ease. Diets rich in saturated 
fats and cholesterol tend to 
raise the level of cholesterol 
in the blood and to contrib­ 
ute to the development of 
atherosclerosis. 
T h i s

creases the risk of heart at­ 
tacks. 
Im proper diets sta rt early 
in life. W hat would vou think

Some interesting statistics 
com e from comparing Trap- 
pist monks with Benedictine 
monks. We find that there is 
more 
than 
four tim es as 
much 
c o r o n a r y 
disease 
among 
t h e 
Benedictines, 
who eat a typical American 
diet, than among the Trap- 
Hists, whose food is low in 
>th saturated fats and cho­ 
lesterol. 
But the story doesn’t end 
there. W ithin the B enedictine 
m onasteries, fath ers and lay 
brothers 
eat 
an 
identical 
diet. Yet the coronary rate is 
about 
three 
tim es 
higher 
am ong 
t h e 
fath ers 
than 
am ong the brothers. Why is 
this? One possible explana­ 
tion is that the fath ers lead 


relatively 
sed en tary 
lives. 
The b rothers get a lot of 
e x e r c i s e , harvesting the 
crops, tending to the an i­ 
m als, stoking the furnaces, 
and perform ing other chores. 
This is just one of m any 
studies 
underscoring 
t h e 
probability th at the lack of 
regular and vigorous ex er­ 
cise is a m ajo r factor in 
heart disease. 


This brings us back to the 
school and the hom e. Visit 
any school and you’ll see 
hundreds of students being 
bussed w here they should be 
w alking or num erous chil­ 
dren, who live only a few 
blocks aw ay, being chauf- 
fered to school by a parent. 
C hildren should be educated 
to adopt a life-long habit of 
physical activity.

Salmon fishing has 
at last 
come into its own along the cen­ 
tral coast with Chinooks and 
silvers all plentiful in the cat­ 
ches being reported at Avila 
Harbor. 
Limits are the order of the 
day but the wind is still a 
major factor to be considered. 
Most fishermen are going out 
early in the morning and try 
to return before the wind takes 
over. 
Bottom fishing has also pick­ 
ed up with many salmon fisher­ 
men, who have already hit their 
two-fish limit, hooking up a fea­ 
ther jig outfit to troll for blue 
fish. 
Area party 
boat opera­ 
tors have reported field days 
on both salmon and botton fish, 
working in the vicinity of Point 
Sal lately. 
Even surf fishing has been good 
with some limits of barred 
perch 
being taken between the 
Oceano access ramp and the 
mouth of the Arroyo Grande 
Creek. 
Harbor Associates, which op­ 
erates the boat launch facility 
at Avila Harbor, reported 75 
boats launched last week with 
a take of 115 salmon. 
Trout fishing at Lopez Re­ 
servoir is now settling to a 
steady sMng after the novelty 
of opening day wore off. Many 
anglers have found their own 
favorite holes and have been 
getting near limits of eight to 
ten inch rainbow trout. The 
crowd fishing the dam face 
has begun to thin and with the 
reported fencing to take place 
above the dam, they have sought 
other spots for shore fishing. 
Weekly plantings of trout have 
been made in the dam as well 
as Lopez Creek, according to 
DFG releases. Plans are that 
this will be continued through 
the remainder of the season as 
long as conditions remain favor­ 
able. 
Lopez Dam should become a 
good 
site for boat fishing as 
many 
locations are currently 
unaccessable 
from 
the park 
area. No doubt additional trails 
>fc1ll be made as additional funds 
become 
available 
in future 
year. 
We would like to see some 
sort 
of 
simple 
trail made 
around the far side of the spill­ 
way, making it possible to work 
some of the spots from the 
shore since not all fishermen 
have boats— this would also 
take some of the pressure off 
existing fishing spots. 
In 
Santa Barbara 
County, 
stockings continue 
in Davey 
Brown and Manzana creeks. An­ 
glers who do fish those areas 
are warned to get the best out 
of it as so(m as possible as 
that part of the country is a 
high fire hazard during the 
summer months and usually is 
closed because of fire danger 
by June. 
Those anglers contemplating 
a trip to the north central part 


of the state are advised to wait 
a while, according to a report 
from the Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric stream scouts. Increased 
runoff from the record snow 
pack is rolling up most streams 
and fishermen have been having 
a difficult time filling their 
creels. 
Reports from the Colorado 
River area are just the opposite 
according to a recent commun­ 
ication from local anglers try­ 
ing that area. Trout fishing has 
been good at Bullhead City with 
bass now starting to hit, in­ 
cluding some up to 20 pounds 
each being caught. 
Colorado 
River 
fishing, 
however, re­ 
quire 
advance 
reservations 
with no letup expected until the 
fall months. 
The same sort of situation is 
shaping up at all state parks 
for the coming Memorial Day 
weekend. More than half of the 
70 state parks offering reser­ 
vations are already booked solid 
with coastal campgrounds from 
Fort 
Bragg south and camp­ 
grounds near the urban areas 
getting the most pressure. 


State park campgrounds in 
the central valley, northern red­ 
woods and foothill areas have 
plenty of space available while 
the coastal and south areas 
are filled by advance requests. 
Interested vacationers can also 
check 
with 
private camping 
areas in the vicinity of state 
facilities. 
vCith regard to conservation 
in the Colorado River area, 
field level fish and wildlife 
managers, biologists and law 
enforcement officers from Cal­ 
ifornia, Arizona and Nevada met 
to 
consider 
five 
specific 
questions regarding the river 
and lakes. 


The questions were: How can 
all interstate transport of live 
fish and wildlife be effectively 
controlled? How can striped 
bass fishing be sustained in 
lakes Powell and Mead and the 
lower waters of the river? Is a 
catch limit of cra№ie needed 
on lakes Havasu and Mead? 
Should underwater spearing of 
game fish be permitted? Would 
the introduction of blue catfish 
into the lower Colorado benefit 
or harm the sport fishery? 
Also, the three states con­ 
ferred with the Bureau of Re­ 
clamation and the UJS. Coast 
Guard. The states are seek­ 
ing ways to preserve some of 
the natural habitats in Lake 
Havasu scheduled for removal 
by the bureau and ways of 
curbing 
promiscious 
con­ 
struction of private piers on 
the river. 
After a field level study dur­ 
ing the remainder of the year 
the technical answers to the 
questions will be formulated in 
January and submitted to the 
seven-state 
Colorado 
River 
Wildlife Council for administr- 
tive action next March.

Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, the crotchety, 
white-haired old judge who was 
baseball commissioner at the 
time. 
To Landis, baseball was more 
sacrosanct than Caesar’s wife 
and 
anytime 
he 
saw 
any 
possible danger it might not be, 
he took immediate steps and 
frequently 
drastic 
ones 
to 
insure the “ integrity of the 
game.” 
Nobody in baseball was too 
big for the peppery 152-pound 
Landis to take on. 
He 
made 
Jacob Ruppert, 
multimillionaire owner of the 
Yankees, sell his race horses 
and by the time Landis was 
through, Ruppert was lucky to 
be allowed to keep the horses 
he used at his brewery. 
Salty old Judge Landis did

football leagues 
which placed three NFL teams 
(Baltimore, Clebeland, Pitts­ 
burgh) in the AFL.

tive enough to become the first 
coach 
to 
make 
defensive 
specialists out of top running 
backs. 
“ They were so good, I didn’t 
want to waste them on offense,” 
he explains. 
After 13 years, seven con­ 
ference titles and three NFL 
championships, 
however, 
Brown’s coaching career ran 
into fullback Jim Brown and 
other 
entanglements. 
Club 
owner Art Modell fired him 
after the 1962 season 
Last year, after waiting out 
his Cleveland contract making 
scouting reports, Paul Brown 
became coach and part-owner 
of the A FL’s new Cincinnati 
franchise. The Bengals were 
3-11 —not so hot, but accord­ 
ing to Joe Namath,' “ the best 
expansion team I’ve ever seen. 
You know, that Brown’s gotta 
be some kind of coach.” 
Now, quite suddenly, Brown 
finds himself faced with the 
prospect of playing his own 
team as early as Cincinnati’s 
first preseason game in 1970 
and at least twice a year after 
that. 
It is here— at this point— 
that translating Paul Brown and 
his emotions become tricky. 
Some newspapers have said 
Brown is bitter and wants noth­ 
ing more than vengeance on 
Modell and his team.

Boiled down to its essence, President Nixon’s peace plan for 
Vietnam amounts to the proposition that the future of South 
Vietnam should be decided by the South Vietnamese themselves 
-without interference by either the United States or North 
Vietnam or armed harassment by the Viet Cong. 
If the South Vietnamese want to establish a coalition govern­ 
ment with the Communists, if they want to institute a heredi­ 
tary monarchy, or a unicameral parliamentary system, or if 
they want reunification with North Vietnam, any of these are 
acceptable to us as long as they are reached through free and 
open and internationally supervised elections. 
This is no more and no less than the stated objective of Pres­ 
ident Johnson, as put forth in the Manila Declaration of 1966. 
Things have changed in two and a half years, however. A 
lot of water has gone over the dam and an awful lot of blood 
has flowed into the soil of Vietnam. Presumably the North 
Vietnamese are prepared to accept now that which they rejected 
two years ago. 
There is evidence that the year-old Paris negotiations 
have reached a turning point and that the time was ripe for 
a restatement, in clear and simple language, of U.S. objec­ 
tives. Both the United States and the National Liberation 
Front (Viet Cong) are now on record with their various 
points. 
Once the rigid procedure of Communist rejection and de­ 
nunciation of the U S. position is gotten over with, the task 
then will be to work on the areas of disagreement, chief of 
which is the insistence of Hanoi that U.S. forces must withdraw 
totally before peace terms can be discussed. 
But there is hope, reinforced by the very fact and timing of 
the President’s address to the nation, that there are larger 
areas of agreement behind the scene in Paris than are appar­ 
ent at the formal, public negotiations.

Decision year 


The President’s speech itself appears to be part of the 
negotiations, and it is noteworthy that the chief departure 
from former President Johnson’s tender to Hanoi is in the 
area of troop withdrawal. We now propose that it be mutual 
and simultaneous, whereas the Johnson plan promised the with­ 
drawal of American troops six months after the North Vietna­ 
mese had gone back home. 
Still, we must ask ourselves what happens if the negotia­ 
tions continue to get nowhere, if Hanoi rejects the idea of 
mutural troop withdrawal and perseveres in its hope that it 
can eventually wear down the American will to fight? 
In his address to the nation, the President hinted of a U.S. 
military response if the Viet Cong continues its terror tac­ 
tics against the South Vietnamese cities or North Vietnam at­ 
tempts another offensive on the order of the Tet offensive 
of 1968. 


Yet the President also hinted that withdrawal of American 
forces could begin on a limited scale, consistent with the abil­ 
ity of the South Vietnamese to replace those forces and ir ­ 
respective of whether or not an agreement had been reached 
in Paris. 
This seems to be the new administration's grand strategy 
—a two-pronged approach whose aim is to conclude the war 
on formal terms but, if that is not possible, at least to begin 
cutting back America’s heavy involvement. 
The capability of the South Vietnamese army and the 
willingness of the South Vietnamese people to shoulder a 
greater and greater share of their own defense may well be 
the deciding factor in the coming months. 
It could determine not only how long the war continues, 
but how viable and how lasting would be the peace which all 
Americans fervently hope is emerging into view from Paris.

This is a year of decisions in county 
government. 
Inflation is bringing on a new round 
of j>ay increases due July 1, with anoth­ 
er round next Jan. I. 
County super­ 
visors will have to decide by the week 
of May 26 how much more they want to 
pay the 2,000 county employees if the 
pay boosts are to go into effect by the 
start of the new fiscal year July 1. 
Not only that, but they are to be con­ 
fronted May 26 with a proposed new 
budget which will reflect not onlv $1.5 
million or more in salaries and bene­ 
fits, but 
sky-high new costs for wel­ 
fare^ higher costs for operation 
of 
the courts, and a new department, an of­ 
fice of public defender. Inflation has step- 
ped up budgetary requests of just about 
every departmental head. 
Park needs increase; so do needs 
of libraries. 
Now the seriousness of various seg­ 
ments of the county fearful of imminent 
water shortages has been impressed on 
the supervisors. 
The South Coast could run into water 
shortages within a few years, if winter 
rains do not 
measure up in coining 
years; they cannot 
be depended on in 
this semi-arid land. 
Goleta Valley, now utilizing I ake Ca- 
chuma 
entitlements of other 
South 
Coast water agencies, could be the first 


to be short of water. Heavy mining of 
underground supplies could keep Goleta 
Valley — the county’s fastest-growing 
are 
— in water for a time, but not 
for many years. 
Supervisors are casting about for 
ideas to get water that will supplement 
the maximum 57,700 
acre feet of wat­ 
er annually from the Feather River re­ 
gion. This won’t be delivered for years, 
and when it is, additional millions will 
be required to finance distribution fa­ 
cilities. 
County officials feel the water need 
noose tightening whenever the subject 
of the Lompoc Project is brought up. 
They must make a decision soon on this 
project which the U.S. Bureau of Recla­ 
mation finds feasible and needed. Sev­ 
eral months ago, supervisors were ad­ 
vised that in view of today’s inflation­ 
ary figures, a county contribution of 
$400,000 annually to help pay for the 
project might be considered fair. 
Al­ 
ready, the county is doling out big sums 
annually in repayment for lake Cachu- 
ma and Twitchell Dam. Lompoc Valley 
is now in need of adequate water sup­ 
plies for the future. 
The coming county budget crisis will 
run head-on, it is feared, with the con­ 
tribution sought for the 1 ompoc Project. 
Assessed valuation this year won’t 
provide 
extra 
tax 
revenues; floods 
have also cut heavily into not only indi­ 


vidual but county resources. 
The county is also prosecuting a big 
damage suit against the Federal govern­ 
ment and oil companies. This will drain 
county funds, even though a citizens’ 
group could come up with as much as 
$50,000 help.

Cristoforo Colombo 


By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
Cristoforo Colombo, the eldest son of 
Domenico Colombo and Suzunna Font- 
anarossa, died May 20, 1506. For cen­ 
turies the whole book world has searched 
for 
his diary— known to 
have been 
written, widely quoted by his son and 
surely existing into the 17th Century. 
Then it disappeared. To where? 
This great Italian probably was born 
in Genoa, the exact date of his birth 
uncertain. It is clear, however, that Col­ 
umbus did go to the University of Pavia 
where he studied astronomy, geometry 
and cosmography although, by his own 
statement, he somehow became a sailor 
at 14. 
Scandinavians and 
others 
were trans- 
versing North Amer­ 
ican shores yearly 
(not occasionally) in 
the 8th Century for 
mankind’s 
oldest 
bonanza, the whale. 
Eric 
and 
Red dis­ 
covered North Amer­ 
ica in 985 A.D.Snorri 
Norwegian Tnorfinn 
Karlsefni’s 
male 
child, born in Greenland in 992, is 
the first European known definitely to 
have been born in America—-exactly 
500 years before Columbus reached 
the West Indies. 
But the true (and 
nearly incredible ) pioneer in explora­ 
tions were the Phoenicians and their 
subsequent peoples, the Cartheginians. 
Greek historian Herodotus— “ the fa­ 
ther of history” — reports that the Car­ 
theginians circumnavigated the African 
continent in 600 B.C., a voyage not 
repeated 
by Eurpoean 
sailors until 
2,000 years later. An 800 A.D. Cartle 
eginian harbor breakwater, recently dis­ 
covered submerged at Thapus, contains 
a third as many stones as Egypt’s vast 
pyramid of Cheops. Even in 1681 cor­ 
sairs from Algiers raided Britain, car­ 
rying off women from its coastal villages 
and Irish slaves as well. In fact, the 
Carthegiiuans retained their maritime 
supremacy for a thousand years before 
Marcus Porciis Cato shouted “Delanda 
est Carthage” — "Carthage must be 
wiped out.” 
In the first centuries of Roman ex­ 
pansionism, Rome proved to be an en­ 
lightened colonizer. Nero abolished cus­ 
toms duties throughout the Roman Em­ 
pire and, indeed, may fairly he called 
“the Father of Free Trade.” But mod­ 
ern Europe’s Age of Exploration did 
not even begin until it began with the 
Portuguese captains in 1118. 
Portugal’s Angola in Africa became, 
and still is, a domain scattered across 
an area nearly half the size of the 
European continent. Portuguese Admiral 
Alfonso de Albuquerque conquered India. 
Then he went on to discover Arabia. 
Pedro Paez, a remarkable missionary, 
traveled to Ethopia in 1621 and converted 
the Emperor Susenyos to Roman Cath- 
olocism— a faith which remains thert 
to this day. 
I erdinand Magellan, the first man to 
cross the Pacific and who gave the 
Pacific its name, had — although mur­ 
dered en route—-captained a ship that 
completely circumnavigated the globe 
a century earlier And Spain’s old gal­ 
leons groped up the South American 
coast, their returning holds ladened 
with gold ingots consigned to the King- 
little of it mined; most of it melted 
from 
the 
ornaments and 
burial 
treasures of the natives. 
Admiral of the Ocean Sea Christopher 
Columbus, who began with only an egg 
and used that to illustrate and pro­ 
pagate an idea, returned to Cadiz in the 
habit of a Franciscan. He was tall, 
clean - shaven, thin-haired, 
trim and 
powerful—— an Atlas in 
in excess of 
six feet and as solid as a soccer goal­ 
ie— and he spoke in a kind of voice 
that knocks out the windows and blows 
off the roof. There is only one known 
authentic portrait of him. It belongs to 
the distinguished de Orchi family and 
lungs in Como, 
Italy. See this sole 
image there and you find revealed a 
battle-scarred monument of a man with 
pocks like bullet holes in the leather of 
his skin and a sadness in his eyes that 
is deeply moving. 
I he buffeted Columbus has wandered 
nearly as far in death as he did in 
life. On ids death on May 20 at Vall- 
odoiid 463 years ago he was buried in 


the Carthusian monastery at Seville, 
Spain. In 1542 his remains were ex­ 
humed, taken overseas to Hispaniola 
and interred in the Cathedral of San 
Domingo. Then in 1796, with the cession 
of the Island to the French, his re­ 
mains were re-exhumed and placed in 
the Cathedral of Havana.

We fought Spain in the Spanish-Am­ 
erican War of 1898. With Spain’s lost 
to Cuba, Columbus’s remains were re­ 
exhumed again, carried once more over 
the route he had followed and placed in 
the Cathedral of Seville, where they 
remain. 


Touch and go 


Some few weeks ago Lompoc Unified 
School District was notified that cur­ 
rent legislative efforts had been suc­ 
cessful in pushing through a bill to ex­ 
tend entitlement under P L. 874.

school districts 
which experience a genuine and adverse 
impact due to federal activity. Every 
attempt has been in vain.” The report, 
dated 1969, called funds for militarily 
impacted areas a “ sacred cow.” 


The key to the opposition appears to 
be the defense or military personnel who 
live in the comparatively lush suburbs 
of Washington, D C. Opponents of full 
entitlement for P L. 874, and I think 
you’ll find they come from states and 
areas that have no military bases or 
military - defense establishments, have 
glommed onto this example in the'midst 
of efforts to emasculate the law. “ We 
attempted a more substantive amend­ 
ment,” the congressional report notes, 
the principal effect of which would 
have been to reduce the amount of funds 
being poured into counties surrounding 
Washington, D C . ” L’which are among the 
wealthiest in the entire nation-Mont- 
gomery County, Md., in the last census 
had the nation’s highest median family 
income). We proposed that payments for 
the category ‘3 (b) (2)’ children - whose 
parents work on federal property but live 
in taxpaying residential property — be 
limited to those children whose parents 
earned as a result of the federal em­ 
ployment less thrn a certain amount.” 


Limits set by the proposal would be 
$12,000 in fiscal 1970, $10,000 in fis­ 
cal 1971 and $8,000 thereafter. If this 
idea were successful in lieu of cutting 
the 3B funds out entirely, Lompoc would 
suffer anyway. A good percentage of the 
defense connected personnel earn more 
than the 1970 figure and most of the 
personnel would earn more than the 1972 
figure of $8,000. Hence by the fiscal 
year 1972-73 3B school aid funds would 
be cut off for the children of most of 
the hundreds of defense connected per­ 
sonnel. 


The theory behind the elevator clause 
is that personnel earning above a cer­ 
tain amount are deemed likely to be liv­ 
ing in property of such a value as to 
adequately support the schools with tax­ 
es. 


It’s all a matter of philsophy. Oppon­ 
ents of P.L 
874 may have a point 


to the extent that say an engineer earn­ 
ing $20,000 buys a permanent home in 
Lompoc of say $50,000. Fine, his prop­ 
erty taxes pay the freight of school ex­ 
penses. But what of the engineer earn­ 
ing $20,000 (and with four kids) living 
in a temjiorary apartment renting for 
$150 a month or less; or the same en­ 
gineer living in an $18,000 home. It 
should also be noted that some defense 
connected personnel may earn $20,000 
only because of overtime. Base pay may 
be at a level that encourages the engi­ 
neer to live in a house more modest 
home than his present earnings might 
indicate. 
But all this aside, the real clincher 
is the fact that, nationwide, the pre­ 
ponderance of impacted students come 
from military personnel who are just 
sc raiding by and who would rather live 
off base and suffer economically than 
live on base. That kind of family lives 
as cheaply as it can and the schools 
are going to suffer because that’s where 
the kids come from. 
There have been varying estimates of 
what portion of an impacted student’s 
education costs have been borne by 
P.L. 874, but there is a gap between 
the 874 money and the actual cost. 
To begin with the whole philosophy es­ 
pecially as it affects Lompoc is wrong. 
The earning of an engineer or the 
home he lives in off base is not the 
point. The main issue is that he is 
working at a defense setup that costs 
millions of dollars and which pays none 
of the customary property taxes. That is 
the crux of the issue.
